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URING my years with 
Compton's and before, I 
have listened to many A.L.A. 


presidential inaugural addresses. 
faken collectively these might 
serve as a history of professional 
trends, for with few exceptions 
each incoming president has successfully 
expressed the thinking current among the 
best minds of the profession 

So it was that Emerson Greenaway, in 
his first address as President of the Amer- 
ican Library Association, accented books 
and reading. 

Said Mr. Greenaway: ‘The essential be- 
hind all our expanded programs, whether 
in public, college, or school libraries, is 
the book, and the essential qualification in 
our profession is the knowledge of books 
and the use of books. This is the funda- 
mental point which has changed not at all 
since the days of 1876 and long before. 
Books and book selection have been with 
us so long and are so basic to libraries 
and librarians that sometimes they seem 
to lose importance, recognition, and im- 
pact through their very presence at all 
times 

Timely also was the emphasis placed by 
Mr. Greenaway on the importance of work 
with children and young people in public 
libraries and schools. Speaking of A.L.A. 
progress, Mr. Greenaway said: ‘Perhaps 
the most significant advance taken in the 
profession has been the development of 
children’s work from an almost nonexistent 
stage to one that now represents one of our 
proudest accomplishments.” 


Emerson Greenaway’s address was 
printed in the A.L.A. Bulletin for Sep- 
tember. Not least among its values are its 
quotable sentences. For example: “‘Is it 
too much to suggest that each member of 
the Association read a book a week? If 
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we should do this, 1,056,952 
books would be read in one year 
by our own 20,326 members. 
We, too, can reach out, broaden 
our interests and backgrounds by 
reading books that make us think. 
Librarians have an obligation to 
stem the wave of anti-intellectualism today. 
Is not the egghead to be fostered rather 
than ridiculed? 


DMISSION that one has not read a 
well-known book is usually made 
apologetically. But the confession 

that I had never read Steinbeck’s ‘Cannery 
Row” until I spent a week end on the 
Monterey Peninsula I make with much joy. 

Due to the fickleness of the sardines, 
which, for some reason, abandoned the 
waters around the peninsula some years 
ago, most of the canneries are closed and 
Cannery Row is a mere ghost of its former 
self. But with a bit of imagination one can 
locate the Palace Flophouse and Lee Chong's 
Grocery. Peter’s Gate is still marked, and 
old Monterery residents can point out the 
spot where Mack and his buddies caught 
the frogs. 

After San Francisco, few places would 
seem beautiful, but the country around 
Carmcl was no letdown. I know no place 
on the Pacific Coast that has more breath 
takingly lovely views. 

I had two wonderfully conducted per- 
sonal tours. Jessie Boyd of Oakland drove 
me to Carmel through the Steinbeck coun- 
try and then took me around the entire 
peninsula, Later Charles and Gladys Smith 
(Gladys is our sales manager for northern 
California) gave me a supplementary tour 
which concentrated on a few places which 
we took time to explore. I can’t wait to 
go back with plenty of beach clothes and 
some equipment for exploring ‘‘tide pools.’

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The Concise Encyclopedia of Music and 
Musicians. Ed. by Martin Cooper. Con-

This one-volume encyclopedia was writ- 

ten by a group of British music critics, 

writers, and musicians for the “average 
music lover.” It was published first in 

England, and then in Canada and the 

United States. 

The editor, Martin Cooper, is music 
critic of the London Daily Telegraph, for- 
mer editor of Musical Times, and author 
of a half-dozen works on Gluck, Bizet, 
and the opera. Of the 17 other contribu- 
tors, seven are music critics, editors, or 
authors; five are singers or accompanists; 
three are composers; one is a conductor; 
and one is not identified. All are British, 
assuming the unidentified contributor to 
be so. The specific contributions of these 
people are nowhere indicated. 

The encyclopedia covers musical sub- 
jects relating to Western music of the past 
400 years. It includes technical terms, 
foreign expressions, instruments, biogra- 
phies, specific compositions, musical forms 
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such as the concerto and sonata, famous 
orchestras, music halls, and opera houses. 
There is a bibliography entitled For Fur- 
ther Reading and a Pronouncing Glossary 
of names of persons. There are 176 full- 
page plates, 16 of them in full color. 

In the Foreword, Mr. Cooper points out 
the greatly increased need today for ref- 
erence works for the “average music 
lover,” who finds the larger music encyclo- 
pedias too scholarly and technical, yet 
who wishes to be informed on a wide va- 
riety of musical subjects. Side issues such 
as jazz, folk music, ballet music, music 
as therapy, ancient and Oriental music 
have been omitted in order to achieve the 
maximum coverage of 400 years of West- 
ern music in a concise work. With the 
obvious limitations and compromises of 
such a work in mind, one can concede 
fair success to the authors of this encyclo- 
pedia. The writing is simple and clear, 
and for the most part accurate, though the 
publishers’ claim to “scholarly exactness” 
is not fulfilled. However, the editors state 
that “the standard reference work used 
throughout the encyclopedia has been 
Grove’s Dictionary of Music and Musi- 
cians, 1954 edition,” which is, of course, a 
very reliable source in this field. 

Another claim of the publishers, that 
it is ‘a book which will be of the greatest 
use, even to the most expert of musi- 
cians,” seems optimistic. Such musicians 
will undoubtedly turn to the more schol- 
arly works such as Grove’s Dictionary of 
Music and Musicians, Scholes’s Oxford 
Companion to Music, Thompson’s Inter- 


national Cyclopedia of Music and Musi- 
cians, and MHughes’s Music Lovers’ 
Encyclopedia. 

A claim of the editor to lack of bias 
is also unsubstantiated. “I have resisted 
any influence to favour sectional interests, 
British or American,” he states in his 
Foreword. Yet The Concise Encyelopedia 
of Music and Musicians lists only 4 of the 
12 American composers listed in David 
Ewen’s Composers of Yesterday, whereas 
24 of 26 British composers listed in Ewen 
are listed in the Concise Encyclopedia. 
The latter does not mention such Ameri- 
cans as Reginald DeKoven, Henry F. Gil- 
bert, Victor Herbert, Francis Hopkinson, 
John Knowles Paine, and Horatio Parker. 

The Concise Encyclopedia of Music and 
Musicians appears to be up to date in 
actual dates listed, such as the deaths of 
Toscanini, Sibelius, Schoeck, Gliére, Ed- 
ward Dent, and Gigli, and Casals’ mar- 
riage, all in 1957. However, the article on 
Nikolai Malko, a Russian conductor, states 
that he is “now conductor of Copenhagen 
Royal Orchestra,” while under Sydney 
Symphony Orchestra it states that “Malko 
succeeded [Goossens] 1957” as director of 
that orchestra. 

The arrangement of the Concise Ency- 
clopedia is unusual in some respects. Fol- 
lowing the title page there is a Table of 
Contents which includes the 176 full-page 
plates by subject. Mr. Cooper’s Foreword 
follows, then Signs and Abbreviations, 
then the bibliography and Pronouncing 
Glossary already mentioned. The plates 
are arranged in groups throughout the 
encyclopedia, without relation to the text; 
there are see references at the ends of 
the articles on the subjects of the plates, 
as, for example, the article Toscanini, “Il- 
lustration p.300.” In the group of 101 
portraits of persons, except for 5 in color, 
arrangement is alphabetical. There are 38 
pictures of instruments, 18 of famous 
opera houses, and 19 of musical scores. 
The plates are of good quality. There are 
a few musical notations and diagrams in 
the text.

is a statement in the prefatory pages, “All 
the major works mentioned in the long 
biographies . have separate entries.” 
But there are also articles on many major 
works which are not mentioned in the 
articles on the composers, with no cross 
references from the latter to the composi- 
tions. Some compositions have entries 
under the original language with no entry 
under the English title, while others are 
entered under both with cross reference 
to the English title. There are also entries 
under the English title only, without 
translations. “The Sorcerer’s Appren- 
tice” has an English entry only, without a 
translation, but the French title is used in 
the article Dukas. There is no index to 
bring all these scattered entries into their 
proper relationship. 

Articles range in length from a defini- 
tion like Nicht (Ger.), “Not.” to the 39- 
page article History of Music. Other long 
articles are Opera, Chamber Music, Song, 
Pianoforte, and Violin Family, ranging 
from eleven to four pages, while about 
two pages are devoted to each of the 
major instruments. The biographies are 
less than a page in length. 

The Concise Encyclopedia of Music and 
Musicians is an attractive, sturdy volume, 
with ,blue cloth covers, quality paper, and 
clear print with bold letters for the en- 
tries. There are two columns to a page; 
unfortunately there are no running head- 
ings. The end papers and jacket were 
made from a colored photograph of a 
group of orchestral instruments. 

There is no single-volume music ency- 
clopedia in English that resembles this 
one in scope and price. The Music Lovers’ 
Encyclopedia, originally compiled by 
Rupert Hughes in 1903 and recently re- 
vised and newly edited by Deems Taylor 
and Russell Kerr, is a more compact vol- 


ume of about 900 pages, last issued in 
1954 by the Country Life Press. It is 
divided into five main parts, and it con- 
tains much information not found in The 
Concise Encyclopedia of Music and Musi- 
cians; however, it has no illustrations, and 
lacks entries for specific compositions. It 
contains essays on jazz, folk song, swing 
music, and phonograph music, all outside 
the scope of The Concise Encyclopedia of 
Music and Musicians. 

The Concise Encyclopedia of Music and 
Musicians is a popularly written work in- 
tended for the “average music lover,” not 
the professional musician. It aims to cover 
the past 400 years of Western music, its 
history, and its practice. The simplicity 
of its style, the inclusion of many musical 
compositions among the main entries, and 
the fine illustrations, especially the por- 
traits, are the features which recommend 
it to the amateur who does not want a 
scholarly and technical work. It is a lux- 
ury volume for libraries needing more 
thorough and scholarly works in this field. 
The Concise Encyclopedia of Music and 
Musicians is recommended for home use 
and for libraries able to afford it for its 
illustrations as a supplement to more sub- 
stantial reference works in music.
